The diving bell designed by the 
late Elugene J. Romano, of Seattle, 
Wash., soon wdll be 
enroute 
to 
southern w’aters to engage in sal­ 
vage operations from the “Gold 
Ship Constellation.” 
The device recently was under 
investigation by naval officers at 
Seattle. They pronounced it 
the 
greatest single stride forw ard ev­ 
er made in deep-sea operation. It 
now is on the Constellation. 
Lieut. Harry E. Reiseberg, for­ 
mer chief statistician of the bu­ 
reau of navigation and an author­ 
ity on lost ships, will accompany 
the expedition. The search will be 
the first of sunken treasure acti­ 
vities conducted with the Seattle- 
invented bell by the Romano En­ 
gineering & Salvage Corporation,

farm ers were urged to come to the 
new town, and the first 600 set­

the pool at a price som ewhat be­ 
low the ginning tax fixed by the 
Bankhead Act.
